Frankfort, Ky,, March 26—[Special 


Telegram]—The third day of the trial 
of the republican secretary of state, Ca- 
leb Powers, charged with being an acces- 
sory to the assassination of Goebel, at- 
tracted a large crowd. 
Witness W. F. 


Golden, being too ill to go on the 
stand, court was adjourned until 1 
o'clock. It is rumored that Captain 
John Davis may be released on tho 
ground that the prosecution is disap- 
pointed in its efforts to get evidence 
against him. Taylor today returned to 
Frankfort from Louisville. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 20—A carnival 


of assassination is expected in Kentucky 
by those who know the character of the 
mountaineers. Every man now under 
arrest for the assassination of William 
Goebel is a mountaineer. No blue grass 
republican has been charged with com- 
plicity in the crime, nor havo the blue 
gruss republicans been showing them- 
selves in Frankfort in any numbers dur- 
ing the trials now iu progress. 


The mountaineers havo brought their 


methods to tho state capital and, if the 
threats they iiro said to have made 
amount to anything, they intend to kill 
all the witnesses who testify against 
Iriends and all tho directives who caused 
'their arrcat.

OF A COMPROMISE 


REPUBLICANS WILL AGREE ON 


PORTO RICO BILL TODAY. 


For a Tariff Only One Way-Problem 


is Whither Change Will be Made 
in Home Bill or Foraker Measure 
Free Traders Will Undoubtedly 
Stand Firm. 


Washington, March 
26—Today is 


expected to decide tho fate of the Re- 
publican efforts to roach an agreement 
upon the Porto Kico bill. 
A Republi- 


can senatorial caucus or conference will 
be held at 4 o'clock. The questions to 
arise before it are: 


Shull the 15 per cent bill be amended 


so as to provide free trade on articles 
going into Porto Kico limiting the dura- 
tion of the tariff on goods coming -this 
way to such time as Porto Eico may'pro- 
vide its own revenues? If this be de- 
cided in the affirmative shall the amend- 
ments be acideil to the house bill, or shall 
the bill be passed intact and the amend- 
ment be tacked upon the civil (govern- 
ment bill?

The understanding 
among 
the 


senators of both factions is that the com- 
promise will be agreed to and the chief 
dantjer is a conflict of opinion as to 
whether tho house bill or tho Foraker 
bill shall carry the new provisions. But 
the principle -of the compromise once 
agreed upon it is predicted there will bo 
little difficulty in arranging the method 
by which it shall be carried into effect. 


Free Trailers Confident 


The senators who have been fighting 


for free trade continue to claim that in 
case the compromise goes through the 
victory will be theire. They say it is a 
recognition of the principle that Porto 
Eico is entitled to free cotnmereial inter- 
course with the United States. 
The 


mere fact that for a few months that in- 
tercourse will be limited by a nominal 
tariff of 15 per cent on goods going one 
way does not, in their estimation, affect 
the value or minimize tho importance oC 
the triumph of principle. 


A few of the more ultra free traders 


on the republican side are in some doubt 
as to whether or not they should stand 
out for absolute and immediate free 
trade, but the. best opinion is thut thuv 
will join their colleagues in adherence to 
the compromise. 


Senator Forakor aaid be expected both

Republicans Will Settle It 


Both sides are bluffing, but it is a 


fight as yet entirely within tho republi- 
can fold, and it will be settled 
there.

The free trade republicans do not want 
to unite with the populists and demo- 
crats to boat the tariff, and, on' the other 
hand, the regulars do cot care to make 
the same unholy alliance to carry out a 
measure they know to be offensive to 
the people. Thus, while the warring 
elements sli.ll proclaim it must be tariff 
or free trade, to close observers the 
compromise is in the air and is a much 
more probable result than ei*hor of the 
extremes.

HIS FORMER CREED 


Presbyterian Doctrine of Eternal Punish 


ment Ke Believes is Based 


on Ignorance. 


Brooklyn, March 26—Newell Dwight 


Hillis, from the pulpit n£ Plymouth 
church- the pulpit of Boecbfr and Ly- 
rnan Abbott—Hung yesterday this de- 
fiance at tha doctrines of the Presby- 
le.ian church, in which ha had grown up 
and to which he still owes allegiance: 


"I would rather shake my fist in tho 


face of the eternal and ih'ng every' vile 
ephithet towards the stainless throne, 
where eternal morcy sits with the world's 
atoning Savior, than lift my hand with 
that creed toward God's ' throns and 
affirm that I taught or believed it. 


He was speaking, indeed, in a liberal 


and independent Congregational Jchurch 
and to an audience of liberal people but 
his attack on the Calvanistic theology 
of his own denomination was none the 
loss startling for that. 


To those clerical leaders of his church 


who have remonstrated with him for his 
liberal views in tho past he quoted the 
words of the Presbytsrian creed stating 
that certain men are foreordained to 
everlasting death, being "particularly 
and unchangeably dssigned. and their 
number is so certain and definite that it 
cannot be either increased or dimin- 
ished," and then said: 


'It would seem as it a man would 


prefer to be burned at the stake rather 
than hold and churgo such 
infinite 


cruelty upon the aH-merciful and all- 
loving God." 


And again: "For tho man who does 


believo that hideous doatrine the hour 
of judgment has already come.:'

Upon receiving his ballot the voter must retire alone to 
a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the proper mar.nei 
of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter must make a cross- 
mark, X, after the name of each person ho desires to vote for. If he wishes to vote for n person for a certain office whose 
name 18 not on the ballot, he must write the mimfj in the blank space under the printed name of the candidate for the 
office. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled it must be returned to the ballot 


clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time is allowed 


in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum, to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the 


booth and may housed to copy from. 
The ballot must not bo shown so that any person can eee how it has beec marked 


by the voter. After it is markec, it should b« folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed indorse- 
ments and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter should pass out of the booth or com- 
partment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass 
out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason oE phys- 
ical disability he is unable to mark his ballot can have assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same to bo
